ANNUAL   REPORT   OF   THE    LIBRARIAN. 

The  Librarian  has  the  honor  to  submit  to  the  Board  of 
Trustees  of  the  Newberry  Library  his  report  for  the  year 
1908. 

The  Library  was  open  297  days,  and  it  received  69,363 
visitors.  During  the  year  95,537  books,  exclusive  of  peri- 
odicals and  general  works,  were  consulted ;  the  Department 
of  History  issuing  33,287  volumes,  the  Department  of 
Philosophy  14,978  volumes,  and  the  Department  of  Art 
and  Letters  12,259  volumes.  The  Museum  drew  3,931 
visitors. 

The  Library  Bindery  bound  2,784  volumes  and  repaired 
1,313  volumes. 

The  Library  acquired  by  gift  3,087  volumes  and  pamph- 
lets, by  purchase  6,073  I  a  total  of  9,160  volumes  and  pamph- 
lets. 

We  begin  the  year  with  200,440  volumes  and  45,702 
pamphlets,  maps,  manuscripts,  etc. ;   a  total  of  246,142. 

The  number  of  current  periodicals  on  file  is  959,  namely:
